for a Bond of Communion, and for a Publick Teft 
of Mens being in Charity with alj the World. 
This is the firft Time we have met with this Ob- 
jection. and in the general it feems fo unreafonable, 
fo much the Reverie of what in all probability may 
be expected, that we muft conclude it wholly 
groundleis, unlefs the Querift will favor us with 
fome particular Inftances, whereby the frequent 
Receiving of the Bleffed Sacrament may be an oc- 
cafion of Divifions, On the contrary, to us it ap- 
pears as aconfiderable ftep towards the Reftitution 
of Primitive Piery.

A ‘Lhe Nature of Spirits isa marcter of fuch une 
certainty, and the H ftory of their appearing fo full 
ut Legend, that to ‘peak little of them is juftly e- 
ficcineu an Jaftarce of a Temperate and Sober Judg- 
ment. But indeed the Gencraliry of Mens Con- 
ceptions bagi. them run upon Extremes. 
Some are forwaid to betieve all Sturies of this 
Kind, ' ahi becrays Softnefs and Superftition : O- 
thers who affe& a greater Freedom borh in think- 
ing and aéting are Obftinately Incredulous even to 
a Degree o: Atheilin, becaafe fuch a Disbelief re- 
moves one of the evcatctt and ftrongeft pela aes 
of a Deity, and difcovers in Men a Temper {care 
Curable by Religion, which {uppofss Men capa- 
ble of being | iwayd by hi gh Probabiliries in fuch 
Things as do not admit of a Demonftrative cer- 
tainty. Bur avo ding thefe Extremes, if we do but 
confider how full the Histories of all times are of 
fuch ReJations, fome of which are delivered with 
all the Circumftances of Time, Place. Words 
{fpoken, Events fucceeding, Secrets difcovered, 
{trange Paffions in Men and Beafts, Diforders in 
other Inanimate Beings, befides the Credit of the 
Atteftors themfelves, fecare from all {ufpicion of 
Deceit or of a deluded Imaginarion, we muft ne- 
ceffarily conclude, that the Apparition of Spirits 
is no groundleis Fancy; buc a real Truth. But as 
all true Miracles and Revelations are like God 
him{elf, Holy, Great and Good both in Them- 
felves and ia their Ends ; fo we may from thence 
form a Judgment of the Truth of Apparitions: If 
the appearing either of the Spirits of Mert departed 
or of Angels be only upon yam or frivolous Occa- 
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Gons, or if are reported to be feen in Brutifh Shapes 
or Ludicrons Poftures, this is fo much beneath the 
Majefty of God, by whofe Commiffion alone they 
are empowered to act, that we may fafely prefume 
it to be either a Humane or Diabolical Impofture, 
that is, eitheir a feign’d » or the Iliufion of 
{ome Evil Spirit, neither of which ought to be re- 
garded. For fuch Apparitions (if they are real) 
can report nothing with Faithfulnefs. The Devil 
is afworn Enemy to Truth and the Peace of Man- 
kind ; and therefore to look upon the Apparitions, 
Voices or Noifes of Evil Spirits in the Heavens or 
Earth, as Prefages of any Important Events is a 
Difhonor done both to our felves and to our 
Religion, as deriving upon it a fulpicion of Falfiry, 
when it has given us fo many Affurances of the 
Impoftures of thefe Malicious Spirits, We have al 
ready afferted the Appearance of the Spirits of 
good Men without an efpecial important Commit 
fion from God to be unlikely, notwithftanding 
the Cale you propole may be juftiy che Subject of 
an important Errand, and confequentiy of their 
Appearance. But whether the tame may be affert- 
ed of bad Men we cannot teil how to determine. 
Hiftory indeed gives us feveral Inftances of their 
ppearing, and « was P/ato’s Notion, that the 
§ -Gres and Apparitions which are fo often report- 
to be feen abour the Burying Places of the Dead, 
are only the Ghofts of bad Men, which having 
been ftained with Corporea! Pollution, hover a- 
bout and long for a Re union with their Dear Con- 
fort the Body, without which :hey find no Happinets, 
Bur in this Marter the Scriprure is wholly Silent. 
As to the Being of Witches even in thefe Times, 
you need but Read the Hiftory of Lapland or the 
Orkney \flands to be fatisfied of it.

A. This Queftion is prefently Solved Algebrai- 
cally, by ufing the Theorem for Solving al! Qua- 
dratic Equations of the third Form ; according to 
which, the greater Part being called x will be e- 


qual to 4/2109;-+47:, that is, 93, 426, Ge. 
and the lefs Part equal 10 1, 574, &c. For 21094, 
being a furd Number, the Root of it cannot be ob 
tained accurately, tho’ by Approximating you may 
come as near toit, as you pleafe. But there is no 
Rule in Vulgar Arithmetic by which this Queftion 
can be Solved. Your other Arithmetical Queftion 
we have not Inferted, becaufe your meaning in it 
was 100 Obfcurely expreffed,

I confefs, I was bue a few times 
at them my felf, therefore moft of my Informations 1 
have Reap'd from Authors, who Writ on them; and 
tho’ I Encounter’d not my felf all thofe Matters I find 
R-fleBed on them, yet they appeared fo Genuine that I 
cannot belp believing them, viz. That they are the grand 
Nurferses of VICE, which when pretended to be Op- 
pos'd by the Authors of Plays, % notwithftanding brought 
in, in fueb a Charming Drefs, that it’s Appearance 
allures more, than the Arguments ufed apainjt it en- 
force an Oppofition to it. And thy of the bef of Plays, 
whereas the Generality (as I am told) tend only to rhe 


improving Debaucherses of all kind, to their utefg/: 
extent > It would be endlefs to infert al Obje&ion; 
made againft them, and needl{s, for 1 prefume they 
are unsvefaly known, Bu: what gives the mot 
M:lancholy confideration, w, that the Authors are yn- 
der the fatal nec-ffity to write in fuch manner, to 
pleafe the Taft of the Toxn, who if they mece with; 
nothing thatis Lewd or P-ophane, will in all probab;- 
lity Damn the Play, andthen tic Author Starves, Ip 
8s ftrange to me that the Government, which 4s cont. 
nually making Excellent Laws for the Propagation of 
Virtue and Suppreffion of Vice, fhou'd not totally fup. 
prefs thefe Seminaries of Wickednefs, which fecm to 
rux counter to all the who'fome Statutes they Enad, 
Pray, Gentlemen, your Opinions, whether this be nor 
the evue State of the Cafe, for I would not willingly be 
infligited by a Sow'r and Morofs fort of People, who 
rasi at one Vice to attone for another, but fubmit my 
{lf to found Senfe and jujt Reafoning. 

4, They whowould pais an impartial Judgment 
on the Playboufe muft own, it 1s much re. 
form’d to what it was: tho’ we heartily with the 
Stage was much more seform'd and could give 
fome reafons we have to hope it; nor can we fay 
bur ftili ic gives great opportunities to the Increafe 
of Vice, by means of the loufe Perfons who meet 
there, yet cannor help believing but if it were fup. 
preft, they would ftill find other Places to meet, 
nay we will adventure to fay, that in fome meafure 
the Stage prevents much Vice, fince great Numbers 
of thote Gent!emen which frequent it, had they 
not that way todivert themfelves, would {pend all 
that time in Taverns or worfe Houfes, to the Ruin 
of their Minds, Bodies and Eftates ; perhaps more 
effetually than at the Playbouf>. As to the Reflecti- 
on of meeting Loofe Woinen there, ‘tis well known 
none need want them, where e’er they be if they 
will pay for them, and perhaps ar Cheaper Rates, 
fince here is che Play, Coach or Chair to be paid 
for ; befides, we i: 'v applaud all who write a- 
gainft the fmmoralities oi « = “*~ve or of any kind, 
burt think fome appear a littie wo © */tous againg 
this, and thew more of Pi.j dice than Z->) “or Moe 
rality, fince they carry the matrer higher than it 
will bear, particularly in that Grand Objeétion, 
that the Authors are necefiiated to write Lewdly or 
Prophanly to pleafe the Taft uf the Town, where. 
as we could inftance in fome Plays, which have 
been hifsd off the Stage, only for containing {uch 
matters. Befides ‘tis notorious, that what chiefly 
takes rhe Town, are Opera’s and Farce, the firft 
confifting in Shew and Mufick tie laft in Humor, 
Buffoonery, Waimfical Dances, &c. Tragedies have 
been moft {ubject ro daring Prophanels and Come- 
dies to lewd Expreffions, both which are little in 
Vogue now. ‘Tis our conftant Opinion, that 
Lewdnels and Prophanefs, are general void of true 
Wit and brought in, in Plays and Ditcourfe, ro fup- 

ly the wanr of it; and we believe, they who are 
afters of Witty Turns (and none ought to write 
Plays who are not ) wou'd pleafe the worft of the 
Age more with them, than with the other, except 
fuch profligate Wretches, whom it is paft the pow- 
er of the Stage to render them worfe. To Con- 
clude, no doubr but onr Wife Government woud 
fupprefs them, did they think that mifchief in them, 
fome prejudic'd People preiend, who wou'd be 
thought wifer than the whole Sraie of rhe Nation.

that the Prince of Darmitadt was cxpect 
ed the 27th. at Milan from Barcelona, where the 
Nuncio Bechi and the Internuncio Lucini are ar- 
rived. Tbat General Stanhope, fet out for Genoa 
in order to Embark at Final, whence he was te 
Sail the 17th. for Catalonia; hat 600 Soidic's 
are Marchd tor Fina] ro be Embarkd there tor 
Barcelona, aS are likewife the Regiment of Vii- 
conti; That General Count Taun, fer out of Mi- 
lan the 17:b. for Turin, and was Saluted at his 
Departure by the Cannon of the Caftle: That tie 
Duke de Turfis upon his arrival with his Gallies 
at Spotie found there Lerters by which he was di. 
vefted of his Command as General of thote Gailies, 
which is conferred upon the Marquils de Laconi. 
The Leners from the Hague, May the 3oth. bring 
Advice that the Siege of Doway goes on very Suc- 
cefsfully, thac the Prince of Anhaulc was fl ghily 
Wounded in taking a view of the Pallifade; thar 
the States refolved on Monday laft to have an Ex- 
prefs every Day from the Siege and the Army, and 
will give orders to the Poft-Matters to provide 
Horfes for thar purpofe, whereby they will be the 
more regularly intormed of what Paffes there ; 
That if there be a Battie ‘tis the Opinion ir muft 
be on this Day, by reafon the French cannor long 
Subfift in their Camp for want of Forage. That

of the Canton of Berne in Switzerland are come 
into thefe Parts, and have fent 3 Deputies to crave 
Protection of the States.
